A Mlllera' Xruit Organised. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb, U.—In re- 


gard to the alleged millers' trust, a re- 
porter yesterday learned from a gen- 
tleman who claims to have personal 
knowledge that for more than three 
months the leading spring wheat 
millers in the belt hounded by Buffalo, 
St. Louis and Minneapolis have been 
trying to form an organization looking 
to the control of the price of flour. 
The scheme is said to have originated 
with Mr. Hubbard, of Me.nkato, Minn., 
.nd all the meetings have been held In 
Chicago. Most of the spring wheat 
millers in Buffalo, Chicago, St Louis 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis and tributary 
points have finally gone into the or- 
ganization, which is now under full 
headway, with all the necessary offi- 
cers and committees. 


The story as outlined above comes 


from a good authority, but it is denied 
in part by an authority equally good. 
The millers of Minneapolis or several 
of them who were seen thla afternoon 
do not deny that there is on foot a 
movement looking to the formation of 
an association of all prominent millers 
In the spring wheat belt, but they do 
deny that the organization will liar* 
anything to do with controlling prices 
A minimum price may bo agreed upon 
but no maximum. 


"We are simply branching a little, 


that is all," is the way one miller ex- 
pressed it this afternoon, and he added 
"We would be foolish to attempt to 
control or regulate prices, bat what wo 
want to do is to have our prices open 
so that every miller in the association 
may know what every other miller is 
getting for his goods. In this way we 
will unite against tha buyer who is re- 
sponsible for many of the cut* In prices 
by his misrepresentations. We will do 
nothing In the wayiof fixing prices, for 
it would not be possible even if it were 
desirable."

Johai C. Schofield died at his home in 
thia city yesterday at 12:05 p. m , of 
peritonitis. He had been a sufferer 
for a considerable time but had contin- 
ued at his duties on the state supremo 
bench until tha first of the month, 
when he was taken seriously ill and 
failed rapidly till the end came. 


Judge Schofield enjoyed the distinc- 


tion of being the only man in the na- 
tion who had ever declined the office 
of chief justice of the supreme court of 
the United states. This position was 
tendered him by President Cleveland, 
but he declined on the grounds that he 
did not consider himself competent to 
discharge the duties of the position. 
Judge Sohoneld had been a member of 
the state supreme court for thirty years.

its value, Is to use it, when you only use half of 
it yon soon make it almost valueless. When wo 
hare once acquired these new territories, then 
let ua invite the brains and muscle ot the old 
world to come and develop; it, and they will 
come by the thousands, for mind you it is always 
the fittest for the occasion, who brave the strong 
Atlantic to transplant themselves in new and 
itrange lands. This extension of boundaries 
will tend to strengthen the government. As its 
only danger i> sectional jealousies; the country 
will be so large that'no' single section will bo 
able to create eran a ripple on tbe political sea.

Farm Animate. 


The report of the statistician upon 


comparative number and values of farm 
aniruala, based on returns of January, 
1893, is nearly ready for publication. It 
shows in the case ot swine there was a 
small pig crop last spring and the late 
advance in pork products his caused the 
slaughtering of some portion ot the stock 
of mature animals. Aa the average age 
now attained by these animals is less 
than a year there is B liability to extreme 
fluctuation in numbers, which is possible 
ot no other species. In average values 
a very large advance in swine, amount 
ing to SO per cent., and progressive since 
the returns were made. Ths average 
value ot swine is 86.41. Tbe aggregate 
valuation ot swine is 9296,426,192.
